Congo Dispute 


President, Prem ier 


Both Claim To Hove 
Fired the Other 


LEO PO LD V ILLE, 
the 
Congo 
(A P >—-Premier Patrice Lumum­ 
ba called for an emergency ses­ 
sion of Parliament today to seek 
a vote of confidence in a show­ 
down fight for power with Presi­ 
dent Joseph Kasavubu. 
Lumumba acted 
after a rush 
of events in which Kasavubu went 
on the air in a dramatic move 
Monday night and announced the 
fiery premier’s ouster. The latter 
countered by taking over the net- J 
work and announcing he had fired 
Kasavubu as chief of state. 
Meanwhile, the United Nations 
took over Radio Leopoldville and 
banned all broadcasts. The mea- } 
sure was taken as part of the 
U N. mandate to maintain peace 
and order in the nation, tottering 
on the verge of civil war. 
At the same time the U.N. Con­ 
go command 
announced it 
has 
tightened control over all airports 
serving its operations. All civilian 
traffic was halted. 
Claiming they have the support j 
of the Congolese army, Lumum* J 
ba’* supporters-issued the call to 
both houses after an all-night Cab- j 
inet session. 
Lumumba 
was 
plainly 
deter­ 
mined to keep his job despite Ka- 
savubu’s charge that under the 
premier’s 
leadership the 
Congo 
wras plunging into fratricidal str.fe 
and sliding toward the Soviet bloc. 
As dawn broke over the tense 
capital, it appeared that Lumum­ 
ba was still in authority. 
Kasavubu’s house was surround­ 
ed by U.N. Ghana troops manning 
light machine guns. 
Jason Senwe secretary of state, 
who took part in the all-night Cab­ 
inet session said, “ We are going 
before the parliament. We are 
sure we will get a majority. The 
army is also behind Lumumba.” 
The 
sudden 
turn 
of 
events 
caught the U.N. in the middle with 
observers wondering which side 
It will deal with. Under basic Con­ 
go law — still not ratified — the 
president can dismiss the pre­ 
mier. But this legality could prove 
meaningless. 
All U.N. forces In the capital 
were put on alert and a special 
U.N. guard was posted around 
Kasavubu’s residence. U.N. units

British-trained 
Ghanian 
and 
Sudanese 
machinegunners

Kasavubu made his bold move 
fn mid-evening. He broadcast an 
announcement

he was trying to stop the Congo’s

He accused Lumumba of 
having pushed t 
strife-torn re­ 
public into a fratricidal war and 
disaster. 
The 
president 
asked 
Senate 
President Joseph Tleo, moderate 
political leader of the National 
Congolese Movement, to form a 
new government. 
Two 
hours 
dater, 
Lumumba 
made his 
move. 
Taking control 
of the 
network, 
he proclaimed 
himself in power. 
"Forward youth and workers of 
the Congo,” 
he 
shouted. 
“ You 
must defend the republic.” 
As a studio audience of support- 
es clapped and cheered, Lumum­ 
ba declared that Kasavubu was no 
longer chief of state.

Traffic accidents during the na­ 
tion’s Labor Day weekend killed 
an average of one person nearly 
every IO minutes. 


The toll, with final figures still 
to come, passed the 400 mark at 
the end of the 78 hour holiday per­ 
iod at midnight local time Mon 
day. It was short of the National 
Safety 
Council's pre holiday 
es­ 
timate of 460 and the reeord La- 
bor Day toll of 461 set in 1951. 
But the council said late reports 
may boost the final count to its ! 
estimate and possibly set a rec- j 
ord for the holiday. 
The Associated Press count of I 
accidental deaths 
since 
6 
p.m. 
last F riday until midnight Monday 
showed 414 in traffic. 28 in boat­ 
ing, Ho drow mgs 
and 
90 
from 
miscellaneous causes 
The over 
all total was 612. 
In last year's Labor Day holi­ 
day period, also covering 78 hours 
there were 438 traffic deaths, 29 
persons were killed in boating ar 
cidcnU. The over all toll 
of 
613 
compared with the record of 658 
set in the 1951 Labor Day week­ 
end. 
Ohio has proved safety officials 
too pessimistic in predicting 29 
traffic fatalities over the holiday 
weekend 
as the Buckeye State 
wound up with the lowest Labor 
Day period highway toll in the 
last five years. 
In fact, it took combination of 
traffic deaths, boating accidents, 
non-boating drownings and miscel­ 
laneous fatalities to reach their 
predicted numbers. In the latter 
three categories the fatalities ran 
4, 4 and 4, respectively, 
On the highways, 17 persons lost 
their lives during the 78-hour per­ 
iod from 6 p m 
Friday through 
midnight Monday according to an 
Associated Press survey. 
This compares with the 23 that 
were killed on the state's road 
over the 78 hour labor clay week 
end in 1957 Up to now, that had 
been the lowest Labor Day toll 
since the 1955 holiday when 33 met 
death in traffic—and that figure 
hasn’t been reached since 
The .Memorial Day and July 4th 
weekends this year a total of 63 
persons were killed on the high 
ways — 34 and 29, respectively, 
over each holiday. Last Labor Day 
weekend, the figure was 31.

When Sen. Huey Long died Sept 
IO. 1935, atter being shot, he had 
become 
bigger 
than 
Louisiana 
politics. He was a national figure, j 
getting bigger and. from the long 
range view’, perhaps more danger* j 
ous. 


This writer never believed that 
Sen. 
Joseph 
McCarthy 
despite j 
such support 
as he had. would 
ever go further than the Senate, 
or that he would 
remain there 
long after his crusade simmered 
down. 


McCarthy wasn t for something 
He was against something—Com­ 
munism. 
Most 
other 
Americans 
were against it, too. But this in 
a sen>e was negative. 
It never 
gave voters the feeling they were 
going any place with McCarthy. 
McCarthy had only one string 
to his bow, and it snapped 
By 
the time he died in 1954 he was 
in eclipse. Even Hitler knew pol­ 
itics 
better than 
that. 
He was 
against Jews. But he was for a 
bigger Germany, a richer German 
life. he said. 


Nobody knew the political magic- 
better than the old Tammany Hall 
politicians. They were for some­ 
thing—a better life somehow for 
the tenement poor in New York. 
By 
finding them 
jobs helping 
them in distress, providing food, 
they gave the poor a sense of be­ 
longing. particularly the children 
of immigrants. 
The edge was knocked off Tam­ 
many's appeal—but not the basic 
nature 
of ifs 
appeal—when the 
government under the New Deal 
stepped in with Social Security, 
public assistance, 
unemployment 
compensation. 
It was Franklin D 
Roosevelt, 
more than any president in this 
century, who had the opportunity, 
with a nation in the despair of de­ 
pression. to give the 
masses a 
new sense of direction and of be­ 
ing wanted. 
His New Deal was so broad it 
was easy for the millions who re­ 
elected him 
time and again to 
identify his success with their own 
and him with them. 
President Eisenhower did it an­ 
other way when the country was 
torn 
by 
McCarthyism 
and 
the 
Korean War. He met the national 
desire for quiet 
and peace and 
restored both. No wonder he was 
re-elected overwhelmingly in 1956 
When Huev Ixmg became gov­ 
ernor in 1928. Louisiana was one 
of the poorest and most illiterate 
states in the nation Children had 
to buy their owm .schoolbooks. The 
roads were gravel from border to * 
border. 
The 
mass 
of 
French speaking 
Cajuns in the Acadian country in 
the south and the red necked An J 
gio-Saxons 
in 
the 
north 
had 
a 
i 
right to feel neglected and un 
wanted 
The comforts of the rich I 
were something they didn t have 
and couldn't know. 
Long blasted the rich, identified 
himself with the more numerous | 
poor and promised them a new j

Called Heroine 


Fleet W om an Runner 
Once Suffered Polio 


ROME 
(A P)—The 
track 
and 
field heroine of the 17th Olympic 
Games is a shy, frail and almost 
sickly Tennessee girl who never 
walked until she was eight years 
old. 
As a baby, Wilma Rudolph was 
stricken 
with 
a 
form of 
polio 
which rendered her limbs help­ 
less. 
Every 
week 
her mother 
wrapped the whining infant in a 
blanket and took her by bus 45 
miles from Clarksville, Tenn., to 
Nashville for treatment. 
Wilma learned to 
walk. 
Then 
•he learned to run 
Today she is the fastest woman 
runner in the world—acclaimed as 
another in a lme of great olym­ 
pic champions which includes the 
late 
Babe 
Didrikson, 
Fanny 
Blankers-Koen 
and 
Betty 
Cuth­ 
bert. 
The tall, leggy Tennessee girl 
won her second gold medal Mon­ 
day, capturing the 200-meter race 
in 24 seconds flat on a slow track. 
Previously she had won the IOO j 
in a phenomenal ll seconds. On

nesee A. and 
I. College in the 
•print relay for a probable third. ! 
Until Wilma did it, no American 
aver won the women’s 200. She 
became the first double gold med­ 
alist for the United States in wo­ 
men's track and field since the 
immortal Didrikson won the hur- j 
dies and javelin in 1932. 
She is the darling of the Rome 
games—surrounded by 
admiring 
fans and autograph-seekers, pur­ 
sued by the press and adored by

Wilma has wowed them all, but

coach, big and gruff Edward Tem 
pie of Tennessee A. and I,, who 
also is coach of the Olympic wo­ 
men's team.

B y C YN TH IA LO W R Y 
A P TV Radio W riter 
HO LLYW O O D (A P )— Eliot Ness 
was a prohibition agent in Chi­ 
cago for three years ending in 
1934. 
In that simple sentence lie most 
of the problems now confronting 
the producers of A BC ’s “ The Un­ 
touchables,” soon to start it* sec­ 
ond season. 
“ There are few notorious men 
left for us to do,” explained the 
program’s 
executive 
producer, 
Je rry Thorpe. "W e can’t extend 
the 
time 
period 
into 
the 
later 
1930s — prohibition came to an 
end with F D R ’s election. We can’t 
let Ness 
handle 
criminal 
cases 
without a prohibition angle. And 
Chicago is the natural habitat of 
the show—most of the flamboyant 
criminals were located there.” 
“ The Untouchables” moved out 
of Chicago for a few programs 
last 
season. 
Thorpe 
says these 
progrms were, to him, the most 
unsatisfactory of the year’s crop: 
“ We took 
it 
away 
from 
t h e 
dramatic spots—wet streets lights 
and shadows.” 


Naturally, no one man or group 
of men could wrap up as many 
cases as the TV Ness and his 
squad are credited with, but in 
the 
series, 
“ The 
Untouchables” 
are really symbols of dedicated 
law men. 
Soon 
they 
will 
be 
coping with some infamous New 
York-based characters of the pre- 
iod—Legs Diamond, Waxey Gor­ 
don and La rry Fay, to mention 
three. 


The season’s first show will be 
based on the career of that lady 
in the big hat who was such a 
provocative witness during the Ke- 
fauver hearings a few years back.

By this morn­ 
ing tem peratures were mainly in 
the 50s, except near

In the south, Chesa­ 
peake had 69 and Cincinnati 67. 
Fog was general over the state 
in the early morning hours, but 
fair weather is expected today. 
Tonight will be a little warmer, 
but Wednesday will see return of 
hot humid air, with tem peratures 
in the middle 90s. Skies will re­ 
main clear.

Is Below Estimate 


WASHINGTON (AP >—Busines 
spending for new plants and m a­ 
chines now is expected to fall 
short of earlier estim ates for the 
year, although it still is 12 per 
cent above last year. 
The new estim ate came Monday 
from the Commerce Department 
and the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, based on a survey 
of business plans during late July 
and August. 
It 
showed 
October-December 
capital spending plans unchanged 
from the 936.9 billion annual rate 
of the current quarter and put the 
estimated 1960 total at $36.37 bil­ 
lion insead of the $37 billion tha 
’ ad been forecast officially ear­ 
lier in the year. The 1959 total 
was $32.5 billion.
